Mr Stewart's Personal Life. 

Mr Stewart was married fifty-one 
years ago to Miss Cornelia Clinch of 
this city, who survives him.

sion Gen. Gordon introduced a bill to 
reimburse the state for iron taken from 
the Westernand Atlantic railroad while 
the military authorities had possession 
of it, and for overpayments in the pur- 
chase of rolling stock from the govern- 
meat. Theclaim of the state amounts 
to about two hundred thousand 
dollars. She facta are really 
undisputed. The appraisal of 
the _ rolling stock purchased 
by the state is confessedly excessive. , 
‘Similar accounts of railroad companies 
in other states, especially in Tennessee, 
have been re-opened, and re-adjusted 
on the basis of Senator Giordon’s bill 
Why should not the account of the 
state of Georgia also be re-opened? 
The bill was referred tothe military 
committee, and on the third of this 
month Senator Gordon of that commit- 
tee made a report that fully explained 
the whole bill. When it was called up 
in the senate the querulous legal lumi- 
narv from Vermont, Mr. Edmunds, in- 
sisted that the bill should be referred 
to his committee, that on the judiciary 
He did not question at the 
time the merits of the bill, but 
there were not enough “limitations” in 
it to suit his notions. Senator Gordon 
exp'ained that the bill was very sim 
ple in its provisions, that the commit- 
tee on military affairs had investigated 
the matter with great care, Senator 
Burnside having given it particular at- 
tention. The latter was cognizant, by 
reason of his former conaection with 
the military roads, of the very details 
incorporated in the bill. But still Mr. 
Ecmunds objected, and Mr. Gordon 
finaily asked that the bill lie over unti! 
the next day. All this on Tuesday 
last. 

On Wednesday Mr. Edmunds chang. 
ed his tactics. He did not claim on 
Tuesday that the bill was objectionable 
on its merits—that no.sum of money 
was due thestate ot Georgia; but on 
Wednesdey he submitted a resolution 
asking the secretary of warto inform 
the senate “‘of the circumstances under 
which the Western and Atlantic rail. 
road of Georgia was taken possession ol 
by the United States in the year 1864; 
what was its condition at that time: 
how long it was kept in the possession: 
of the United States, and what was its 
condition when such possession ceased: 
the person or corporation to whom ii 
was relicqguished; the kind and valu 
ot rolling stock and other property o! 
the United States, if any, sold in con 
nection with the relinquishment of said 
road; and whether such property wa: 
appraised, and if so, by what persons; 
and whether there is any, and il so, 
what evidence in the possession of the 
war department tending to show tha 
any such apovraisal was excessive; 
whether any allowance was made t« 
the United Stat+s, or compensation i 
any manner received by it for any im. 
provements orrepairs of said railway: 
and if any property was sold by the 
United States on the occasion aforesaid 
whether the same has been fully paic 
for, and to whatamount, andin wha’ 
way.

And there the matter stands. Mr 
Edmunds’ resolution delays the pas- 
sage of thc bill, which only asks that 
the account be reopened in accordance 
with the action of the government i1 
previous cases of a similar natufe. 
When the information called for is sub 
mitted, acase will probably be pre- 
sented so plain that even Mr. Kd- 
munds will not interpose furthe:

Through he kindness of Mr. Harby, 
manager at this poipt of Mesars. R. G. 
Dun & Co’s agency, we have received 
the statistic’s of failures for the,three 
months ending with March. The figures 
show @ large increase in mercantile 
casualities. The number of failures is 
set.down at 2,806, with liabilities of $64 - 
000,000 against 1,733 in the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1875, with tiabilities of 
$338,000,000—an increase of 1.073 in 
number and $26,000,000 in liabilities. 
There were more failures’ in 
the first quarter of 1876 than there 
were in the last quarter of 1875, 
but the aggregate of liabilities was les- 
sened about four miltions; and this is 
all the eomfort that can be drawn from 
the quarter’s figures. 

New York and Boston and the states 
in which they are respectively situated 
still lead the rest. Nearly one-third of 
the total number of failures occurred 
in those states, with over one-third of 
the total liabilities, Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, Ohio and Illinois finish the 
list of states that produced more than 
one hundred failures each. 68 fail- 
ures occurred in Georgia, with liabili- 
ties of $2,080,276, against 40 in the cor- 
responding quarter of ’75,with liabilities 
of $1,037,300. Alabama produced 22 fail- 
ures, with liabilities of $256,300, and 
South Carolina, 40, with liabilities of 
$725,858. The two latter states show a 
, ratifying decrease.

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In reg ird to failuresand the working 
of the '»:nkrupt law the circular beiore 
US BASc: 

The very men who have demonstrated their 
lack of success are those only who make money 
in these hard times, By purchasing their assets 
from their ere jitors at a low figure, a sufficient 
capital is not unfrequently yielded to continue 
in business, but always to the detriment of thos : 
who are «udeavoring to d‘scharge their obliga- 
tions in full. In this view it is a nationai calam - 
ity thatthe baukrupt law is in its present con: 
dition. The wise and liberal priuciple which 
this law isintended to maintain, is abused by 
the mistakes in its enactment, and the facility 
which it affords to the debtor, by judicious 
manipulation, to dictate terms to the creditor, 
who thereby loses control of his own property, 
and a disposition is not unfrequently made of 
it entirely foreign to his wishes and opposed to 
his convictions. The many consideration: 
which cause creditors to yie!ld to the solicita 
tions of debtors for a compromise of their in- 
debted ness are sufficiently strong to keep the 
ranks full of those who have failed to succeed : 
but encouragement to fraudalent failures, and 
well-defined attempts to make money by this 
class of wwisfuriunes were certainly never con 
t-mplated by the law. Such, however, is the 
result, and, added to all the limitations and 
difficulties of busimess of the present time, js 
this misfortune, that while failures are numer- 
ous the excessive number engaged in a restric 
ted trade lessen slowly, fraud is encouraged: 
aud tne chances of success for upright and 
capable merchants are diminished by the fail- 
ure and subsequent settlement ata trifling div- 
idend of the weak in capacity and the peor in 
capital. 


Respecting the future the circular 
from which we have quoted concludes 
as follows: ‘‘The spring trade has been 
venerally very disappointing, both in 
extent and profit, and the backward- 
ness of the season retards a demand 
for goods which it was thought would 
follow the regular season’s purchases. 
There is, however, a steady realization 
from producers for their staples, in- 
debtedness is gradually being reduced, 
and economy is everywhere the feature 
of the hour. There is a general con- 
viction that the bottom has been touch- 
ed, and that with the permanent open- 
ing of navigation and the necessary ac- 
tivities of the centennial year, a new 
start will be made, which, though not 
accomplishing great results within a 
short time, will yet be hopeful in indi- 
cations for the future.”

He spent two days ona farm of the first 
size, whoseowner had 100,000 sheep.

One little sea- 
port town of four stores had already 
shipped this season over ten thousand 
bales of wool. 

W heat is grown by the thousands of 
acres—one farmer bad nearly four thou- 
sand sacks of four bushels each. The 
crop of wheat just gathered is 300,000 
tovs of 2.240 pounds each.

In support of the resolution Mr.Hurd 
intimated that the testimony of Kil- 
bourne might implicate high officials 
of the goverument and require their 
impeachme.t, but the efforts in the 
direction of the investigation would be 
thwarted if he wereallowed to be taken 
out of the control of the house by a 
court, which was the custom of con- 
gress. He cited various authorities 
both in this country and England in 
support of the position taken by the 
judiciary committee. 

Garfieid suggested that the court 
might punish the sergeant-at-arms for 
contempt of its authority in not obey- 
itsorder,a d asked what relief the house 

o:ld give bim. Oou'd not the 

cuurt imprison in succession every ser- 
geant at arms, and every deputy ser- 
geant atarms who would answer the 
writ without producing the body. 
W ould his colleague say how the house 
and the court would get out of that 
involvement. 

Hurd thought that the remedy would 
be verv easy. It would be for the ser- 
geant at arms to apply to the supreme 
court of the United States, which had 
an appelate or a reyisory jurisdiction, 
and thus the question would be settled 
peacefully and conclusively. 

Garfield—Can, the supreme court of 
the United States, review a matter of 
contempt in the court below. 

Hurd—It can and at this the propo- 
sition which I have been maintaining 
all the time, that where a court posses- 
ses appelate and revisory jurisdiction, 
and the factsean be brought before it 
by a writ of certiorari; it can judge of 
the conten pt. 

Frye of Maine, asked whether Hurd 
claimed that ihe house had the power 
to punish for contempt, regardless of 
the fact whether the question which 
Kilbourne refused to answer, was law- 
ful or unlawful.

witness for contempt regardless en 
tirely of whether the question which 
the witness refus.d to answer was law- 
ful or unlawful, and might hold that 
citizen in jail during life. 

Hamilton, of New Jersey—Can not 
any court do the same? 

Frye—No; no court in Christendom 
can do it, orany other power. 

Lynde, ot Wisconsin,®a member 
of the judiciary committee; on behalf 
of the minority, offered a substitute for 
the resolution, directing the sergeant- 
at-arms to make a careful return to the 
writ of habeas corpus; that the prison- 
er is duly held by authority of the 
house of representatives in the pro- 
ceedings against him for contempt, and 
to take with bim the body of Kilbourne 
before the court when making such re- 
turn.

We, the grand jury, duly chosen, empanelled 
and sworn forthe second week of the spring 
term of Fulton county superior court, recom - 
meud that your honor appoint the foliowir g 
citizens of said county, to-wit: Valentine M 
Hodgson, Julius A Scodttand Augustus BC: }- 
bervon, as a commitwe to examine the offic: s, 
papers, bvoks, records, accounts and vouchers 
of the Cuurt of Ordinary for county purposes, 
Clerk of the Superior Court, County Treasurer, 
Tax collector; Sheriff, and all other county offi- 
cials of | ulton county, and that said commit- 
tee alk «fuil report of thear examination to 
the gra: jury at the fall term, aud that the 
Ordinary) .ffix the pay of said committe. 

We bave through a committee examined the 
books and accounts of the Solicitor General 
from his appointment to date aad find no mon- 
ies in his hands belonging tu the county, unac- 
counted for. 

We recommend that the Ordinary of this 
county levy a tax forcounty purposes not ex- 
ceeaing seventy-five per cent on the state tax at 
the present rate, forall purposes. We congrat- 
ulate our people upon the low rate of county 
taxes. The uniform rate has been from forty 
to seventy-five per cent upon the state tax. 

The last session of our general assembly hay- 
ing passed an act authorizing the public high- 
ways of our county to be worked with convict 
labor, we hail with pleasure the prospect of 
better roads. We heartily approve the act and 
also commend the action of our ordinary and 
road commissioners in determining to carry its 
provisions into immediate operation. Our pub- 
lic roads have been kept in good repair since the 
close of the war under the old system, but still 
there is room for improvement. 

Our bridges are reported in good conditlon 
and none washed away or seriously damaged 
by the late freshets. 

We concur in the recommendation of previ- 
Cus grand juiies requesting that steps be taken 
to erect a court house for .he county separate 
from the city. A county the size of Fulton 
should have a substantial fire proof court house 
ofitsown. The Ilcgislature should pass an act 
allowing one to be built upon the bonded sys- 
tem as recommended by the grand jury in Jan- 
uary last. 

in view of the great loss that the county 
would sustain by a fire in the present building 
we recommend that the ordinary shall at once 
advertise for bids for a portable fire proof 
vault of sufficient size for the safe protection 
of the county records. 

Before taking eave of his Honor Judge Pee- 
ples, we tender him our thanks for his kindness 
and courtesy to this body and the same be ex- 
tended to our Solicitor General Glenn. 

We recommend that these preseptments be 
published in the ConsTITUTION and Times.
